An Interesting Animal That a Traveler 


Often Finds Among the Pet Creatures 
of "Western Farm's—They Are Canj 
While Very Young. 


The mule deer is found in the Sierra 


Nevadas and Siskiyou mountains of north- 
ern California and eastward into the Rock- 
ies, and also in the cascades of Oregon and 
Washington. They are very seldom seen 
west of the summit, where the black tail 
range. The latter sometimes cross the 
eastern slope, but, are not found far in the 
interior. The fawns of the mule deer can 
often be found during the latter part of 
May or early in June hidden in the dense 
thickets of the wooded mountain side, 
where they have been left by the doe. If 
their dsunty hoof marks are seen in the 
soil thej can be tiacked, with considerable 
assurance of being found. 


When run upon they will lie very low 


and quiet, their ears thrown back so as to 
lie flat on their shoulders, and their lar,»;e, 
lustrous eyes watching every movement 
of the strange enemy If one is cautious 
in his approach, advancing in a sidelong 
direction, lie may sometimes get so near 
to them that by a quick spring he can 
catch them. 
It must not be supposed, 


however, that this little creature is slow 
in getting up and starting oft. On the con- 
trary, they are very active and make no 
ceremony in starting. A sudden spring 
raises and throws, it forward at thesama 
time. And for a short distance they are 
very fleet, but when quite young they soon 
tire and can be run down and caught, 
Their cry is a low, plaintive bleat, which 
certainly must arouse the sympathy of 
the rather hardened captor. 


The young do not run with the mother, 


but she goes to them a number of times 
during the day that they may suckle and 
then leaves them again. It yuu should 
chance upon them at this time they will 
separate, the doe going up the mountain 
side, while a streak of flicked white and 
russet disappearing in the thicket marks 
the flight of the fawn. 


When captured they will struggle vio- 


lently for a little while, and their sharp 
hoofs will do some damage to one's person 
or clothing. But they soon become recon- 
ciled to their new surrounding and are 
qnlte content. 


They are beautifully spotted, find these 


spots remain during most of the summer, 
but gradually disappear as the hair falls, 
and by the last of September have entirely 
disappeared and given place to the uniform 
blue coat. 


The fawns soon learn to drink milk from 


a bottle having a rubber nipple, or even 
from an open vessel, but owing to their 
habit of butting while drinking the latter 
method of feeding is not always a safe one, 
as the dish, milk and all are liable to be 
thrown into the lap of the feeder. Their 
appetites ai e vigorous and they will drink 
loo much iC allowed, which causes indiges- 
tion and a weakened condition. 


They become very gentle and are fond of 


knacks that may be given them, such as 
nuts, candies, fruits, etc 
They know 


their masters or those who feed them and 
will follow them about the yard. They 
begin browsing early, grow quite fast, and 
the supply of milk can be gradually cut 
down. The leaves of the wild rose and 
sarvls bushes are favorites with them, but 
the tender twiga and buds of various kinds 
are eaten, and they often gr,ize on the 
meadows the same as sheep. They gener- 
ally feed late in the evening or early in 
the morning, preferring to lie in the shade 
and cool dark places during the heat of the 
day, away from the annoyance of flies and 
mosquitoes. 


They Iced at night, especially during 


moonlight, but dark nights are more quiet 
and lie resting or sleeping under a tree or 
oome rude cover. They will lie on the 
same spot night after night, preferring 
this to a new bed each night. In their 
wandering about, should they run across a 
cabbage patch, their appetite is soon satis- 
fied with this dainty morsel. 


The males grow a small stub of an antler 


the flrst fall. This drops off the following 
winter aud the new antlers 0tart out about 
the middle of March. These grow rapidly 
and are covered with the velvet most of 
the summer, drying and peeling off, or are 
torn off on the bushes aoout the latter 
part of July, and by Sept, \ the antlers are 
clear and fully grown, These remain un- 
til the following January and then drop 
off, sometimes nearly at the same time, or 
there may be several weeks between the 
time of the two being shed. 


The horns are of ten quite large the sec- 


ond autumn—that is, when the animal is 
a year and a half old, "sometimes having 
four points, but there may be only a spike, 
Little reliance can be placed on an estima- 
tion of the age from the number of points. 
The hoofs of the animal in domestication 
grow long and are distorted, interfering 
considerably with its fleetuess and activity 
This is owing to their not being worn off 
by the rough rocks of the mountain sides 
in travel, as in the wild state. 


The general appearance of the animal 


when quiet and undisturbed is awkward. 
Its form »s not symmetrical; its gait is a 
long, swinging stride. But when startled 
it becomes a thing of beauty, its whole fig- 
ure commands admiration. 


During the first year of its life its dispo- 


sition is gentle and inoffensive; it is play- 
ful and harmless, but as it grows older 
becomes more sullen and treacherous, and 
will often attack children or women, and 
if it should get them down will stamp 
them with" its front feet, or, jumping up 
and putting all four feet together, will 
come down, striking with all of them at 
once. It will also attack with its horns, 
and as they grow to healthy proportions it 
can do considerable damage in this way. 
It is prone to use them in a brisk tussel 
with the clothesline or any flaunting rag 
that it imagines is defying it. 


As sometimes happens, when in its moon- 


light rambles it comea across the previous 
day's washing idly flapping in the night 
breeze, it will strike at the garments with 
its feet, and the good housewife next 
morning finds the shirts and various other 
articles slit from end to end, and 'hanging 
in halves and different shapes along the 
line, But not always is the battle to the 
brave or the strong. If during the fierce 
attack the line should break and become 
fastened around the antlers of tlie brave 
charger there is a change of programme. 


The line and its array of ghostly forms 


now becomes the attacking party, and 
follows close the retreating and thorough!? 
frightened monarch of the forest, flopping 
and striking at every bound, producing a 
scene of the wildest confusion and most 
laughable nature. At the finish the deer 
is the most exhausted and subdued, if not 
the more dilapidated, of the two.—Forest 
and Stream.

BIRDS WITH WARLIKE NATURES. 


Vindictive Robins That Attack Eren Men 


and Women. 


The conduct of birds is sometimes pecu- 


liar «Jid very queer. At the North End 
andoa the Hill are two peculiar cases of 
eccentricity in robins, whose conduct ia 
not less notable and perhaps leas readily 
understood than that of a kingbird who 


ago made her nest on the long; 


Franca of a pear tree near a North End 
residence. That bird so annoyed a little 
party of young croquet players on the 
lawn near the tree by flying down at them 
and snapping her bill in their eyes almost, 
as to break up their games. To punish 
her for her impudence a pole was thrust 
up repeatedly by the side of the nest, 


This so angered the mother bird that 


whenever that person appeared, coming 
down the step on the lawn, she would fly 
at him and seem determined to peck his 
eyes out. Soon she learned to fly at him 
as goon as he appeared on the-steps, before 
he got down to the lawn—and also to 
punish him in an unlocked for way; a kind 
of artillery practice in which the aim was 
generally at the victim's nead-^and it 
rarely missed. The robin is no such bird. 
But the one at the North End, evidently 
the proprietor of a nest of young birds near 
by, is the implacable foe of a particular cat. 
This feline is a pet black pat, whose mis- 
tress keeps him as much as possible {n tha 
upper tenement where she lives, letting 
him take sun and air up there in the open 
window. 


There, as soon as the robin sees him, she 


flies right at him—not waiting for the cat 
to attack her or her young, but bouncing 
right into his face, till she fairly forces 
him to beat a retreat. Sometimes she 
finds him on tha lawn. Then there is a 
set combat, The bird flies right at the 
cat's eyes. The cat, snarling and snap- 
ping, jumps back and then jumps for the 
bird. The bird nimbly retreats—execut- 
ing a backward movement on the lawn, 
as swift and dexterous as only a bird can 
execute—and then flies at the cat, pecking 
at his eyes. The cat's mistress, fearing 
for her pet, one day interfered, and grab- 
bing him in her arms was about fo tajcg 
him off the field, when to her astonish- 
ment the robin flew at the cat where she 
held it in her arms, and then flew in the 
woman's face, forcing lier to drop the cat 
and run to save her own eyes. 


Next day the cat was seen to go tp a low 


swung hammock under some trees, and 
reaching up and getting hold of it he was. 
enjoying a. nice little swing all by himself, 
when his bird foe espied him and flew 
down at him, driving him ignomlniously 
off.

where the robin again got at him, but he 
held his ground (or rather fence) bravely 
ihat time, and the robin stood in front of 
him. "If ever a bird uttered profane

But the cat could 
stand that better than the bird's beak 
Jimed at bis eyes. This scene occurred on 
the back yard fence pf a, house pn Woo&fcer 
street.—Hartford Times. 


The Size of Raindrops, 


How large Is a drop of ramP Probably 


most people have a. notion that raindrops 
are nearly all of one size, although it is a 
matter of common observation that in 
what is called a misty rain, or a drizzle, 
the individual drops are very small, The 
question of the size of raindrops is not so 
unimportant as might be supposed, and 
Mr. E. J. Lowe has collected many facts 
rearing upon it, and presented them to 
";he Royal Meteorological society. 


He employed in his experiments sheets 


of slate, made in book form so as to be 
leadlly closed, and ruled in Inch squares. 
The impressions of the drops were caught 
on the slate and afterward carefullv coDled 


He discovered that the size of raindrops 


varies from a speck so small as to be almost 
'.nvisible up to a diameter of two inches. 


Every reader has probably noticed that 


>he raindrops preceding a thunderstorm 
frequently assume gigantic proportions, 
;hough he may not have suspected that 
;hey could ever attain sq great a size as 
Vtr. Lowe has discovered that they do, 


Other interesting facts about raindrops 


which have been, brought out by Mr, Lowe'e 
experiments are that drops of the same 
size do not always contain the same amount 
of water, and that some of the largest drops 
are hollow.—Youth's Companion. 


Counterfeit Bait. 


"These little green frogs are something 


new for bait," said a dealer in anglers' 
supplies. "They are made of soft India 
rubber. Here are earthworms, also of the 
same material, threaded on hooks. They 
save a great deal of trouble when real ones 
are scarce, and young ladies provided with 
;hem while fishing do not have occasion to 
constantly annoy their male escorts with 
•equests that their lines be attended to. 
Pike and certain other carnivorous' fishes 
very much enjoy a small mouse on the rare 
occasions when auch a luxury is obtaina- 
jle; and so these little counterfeit mice are 
supplied to temjt their appetites. Imita- 
iions of various kinds of animals for use as 
lait are becoming more numerous every 
season. In this box of counterfeit insects 
are grasshoppers, ladybugs, bronze and 
jkick beetles, caterpillars and bees. It is 
not necessary to mention the hundreds of 
species of moths and other bugs that are 
reproduced in the shape of artificial 'flies,' 
made of bits of feathers and fur that are 
gathered from all parts of the world for 
;he purpose."—Washington Star. 


The Discovery of Tea. 


By whom or when the virtues of tea as a 


Average were discovered is "lost in the 
wide revolving shades of centuries passed." 
The famous herb is spoken of in Chinese 
annals as far back as 2,500 years B. C., at 
which time its cultivation and classifica- 
tion was as much of an art as it is today.

Bacteria in Ice. 


A good many of the bacteria which, are 


found in all natural surface waters are 
expelled or killed when the water freezes, 
but as many as 10 per cent., and often 
more, may remain alive. A large num- 
ber of studies oh this subject have shown 
that the bubbly and snowy ice is apt to 
contain many more bacteria than the clear 
Ice does. These bacteria in ice have as a 
rule no influence whatsoever upon the 
health of the ice consumer if the ice has 
been formed on bodies of water which, are 
clear and pure. But ice which is formed 
on sewage polluted or otherwise filthy 
water may contain disease producing bac- 
teria, and hence be very dangerous for do- 
mestic use.—T. Mitchell Prudden In Har- 
per's.

A New Kind of a Wheel. 


It is proposed to obviate, by means of a 
imple arrangement, the jolts and jars and 
ibrations common to vehicles when driven 
iver rougn roads or street pavements when 
irdinary wheels of rigid construction are 
mployed. Surrounding the outside of the 
leriphery of the wheel, and» in close con- 
act with the tire, are a series of iudepend- 
nt springs, which form the outer tread of 
he wheel; these springs are so arranged as 
o work in conjunction with each, other, 
and when moving under a heavy load their 
ree ends are sprung in toward the rim, 
and coincide with the true or working peri- 
ihery of the wheel, the springs not coming 
n contact wittt the piano until the spring 
s nearly under the center of gravity. 


In this way the spring resistance is used 
n sustaining the load, and not in retard- 
ng the movements of the wheel, the 
prings, after passing the center of gravity, 
xerting a force against the plane over 
which they are passing to force the wheel 
ahead, thus making, as it is claimed, a 
wheel that is not only easy riding, but easy 
impelling as well.—New York Sun. 


Fish Ton Thousand Tears Old. 


In making railroad tunnels, cuts, etc., 


and in sinking wells and pits in Nevada, 
Utah anrl Arizona, salt strata are often 
struck at varying depths, sometimes as 
much as a hundred yards beneath the sur- 
face. 
Hundreds of fish, perfectly pre- 


served, are found in blocks of this pure 
rock salt. These salt fields are supposed 
;o occupy what was once the bottom of a 
lake thirty miles long, fifteen miles wide 
and many hundred feet deep. 
The fish 


found resemble the pike and pickerel spe 
cies, and are wholly unlike the fish found 
:n the lakes and rivers of that region at 
;he present time. The specimens found 
are not petrified, but are as perfectly pre 
served in the flesh as though but recently 
frozen in a block of ice. 


When taken out and exposed to the heat 


of the sun they become as hard as blocks 
of wood. Occasionally workmen at the 
salt works located in "the basin" Imve at- 
tempted to eat these antediluvian relics. 
Men of learning who have investigated the 
matter say that these salt preserved fish 
are at least 10,000 years old.—St. Louis Be- 
public.

The Spread of Cholera. 


Professor Pettenkofer, of Munich, is tho 


great cholera authority among medical 
men, 
and his theories as to the propagation 


of cholera by water are generally accepted 
by the profession. The observations of Dr. 
Snow, Dr. Ifrankland and Mr. Simon in 
certain epidemics of cholera in London 
have conclusively connected outbreaks 
of the disease in various districts with the 
use of drinking water contaminated with 
the discharges from cholera patients. All 
investigations appear clearly to show that 
the prime factor, and that without which 
no other conditions can take effect, is the 
introduction into tho locality of tho spec- 


persons. 


That cholera might be carried by the 


agency of the winds from one country to 
another is held as a possibility, though 
there is no satisfactory evidence on this 
point. The general theory accepted is that 
the germs get Into the water and thus are 
taken into tho system. Pettenkofer holds 
that the disease has been generally found 
to prevail more extensively and with 
greater violence in low lying distrlctsthan 
in elevated situations. He also maintains 
that the character of the soil has a close 
relation to the spread of the disease, and 
that shallow, porous soils afford special 
facilities for the reception and distribu- 
tion of the cholera germs through the 
ground water of the locality. — Harper's 
Weekly.

FeTv men seem to he aware that 
five minute 8 spent daily or eveu three 
times a wee i in exercldes properly selected 
for brlnRlnp out all the principal muscles 
of the body ire sufficient to set the blood 
coursing frtely to the extremities, to stim- 
ulate the h< art, to massago the bowels, to. 
stir up the liver, to strengthen the limbs, 
tostraightea the shoulders and increase^ 
the capacitj of the lungs. 


This is a rood deal to claim for five min- 


utes' evercise, and SQcms to suggest the 
use of elaborate gymnastic apparatus. It 
is not too much, as has been proved, and 
all the apparatus required is an ordinary 
walking stirk. Elaborate systems of exer- 
cise look more promising of results (it the 
first glanci, but as they consume time 
busy men generally drop them after a few 
trials. 


Mr. C. P. Lenhart, physical instructor of 


the Manhattan Athletic club, who is a 
graduate of a medical college, but aban- 
doned his practice of curing diseases and 
devoted his energies for the last ten years 
to the prevention of them by means of 
physical culture and the proper observance 
of hygienic rules, and who has met with 
marked success in that line and is himself 
a striking example of well developed man- 
hood, recon mends the following exercises 
to busy men on rising in the morning or 
just before going to bod at night, in order 
that all the organs of the body may per- 
form their natural functions: 


"For the upper part oi the- arms: Grasp 


the cane firmly at both ends with the 
hands and hold it across the chest, letting 
the middle of the cane rest on the breast, 
just under the chin. Drop the hands for- 
ward and down to the full length of the 
arms rapidly and return to position on the 
chest, accenting the upward movements. 
Continue this for thirty seconds. Holding 
the cane as before, push the arms straight 
above the head full length, taking long, 
full breathii. Continue this for thirty sec- 
onds more. 


"If the nrms are poorly developed this 


may be repeated after the other exercises 
are completed. When the arm is doubled 
up so that the fist is near the shoulder, the 
biceps ought to measure about two inches 
more in circumference than the forearm. 


"For the muscles of the sides: With the 


arms at full length above the head and the 
hands grasping the cane as in the end of 
the last exercise, swing from side to side 
as far as possible; time, thirty seconds. 


"Here pr.uso and take two long, deep 


breaths of Jive seconds each. 


"To strei igthen the muscles of the back 


and rid the abdominal muscles of fat

This law i»as 
on the statute books about sixteen years 
It was made retroactive, so as to take in a 
case that cliiefly prompted its enactment- 
that of Richard Bosse, otherwise Coke 
the Bishop of Rochester's cook, who pois 
oned seventeen persons, two of whom died 
Cion wasatveuueu VvTtu-pectmui ClWir 
Coke was put into a cauldron of cold wa 
ter and gre dually cooked to death. 


A few ye.irs later, in March, 1542, a young 


woman named Margaret Davy was pun 
ished in a similar way on conviction o: 
poisoning. The public were not satisfied 
as to her guilt, and, notwithstanding the 
comparatively slow travel of news in those 
days, the story of Margaret Davy's trio! 
and punishment soon spread through the 
kingdom und aroused universal horror. 
Boiling to death remained on the statute 
books, however, as long an Henry reigned, 
perhaps because the monarch himself had 
»dread of being poisoned. Immediately 
after his Ueath parliament repealed the 
law.—Pittebnrg Leader.

A Land Cleaning Machine. 


A novel M-ay of promoting the fertiliza 


tion of lanct by the utilization of its weed 
growth is adopted In a new land cleaning 
machine. The principle of the machine is 
to root up all the weeds, scrub, etc., and 
pass them <>t once through a double blast 
fire by meajis of a traveling engine. The 
frame is mounted on four traveling 
wheels and carries a small eteam engine 
on tho right of which is a blower. On its 
left is a brick hearth fltted in an iron 
frame, which forms a flre retainer. 


The weeds are conducted to the flre by a 


gradual Incline, and after they have passed 
through a I re retainer, which is kept at 
an intense lieat by the blast of the blower, 
they ore deposited on the soil. The engine, 
with which, it is claimed, from four to 
eight acres a day can be cleaned, can be 
had from si t to eight horsepower, and with 
the machine requires two men when in 
operation.—New York Telegram.

The family likeness is so apparent

What is ttie cause of hunger? The popu- 


lar instinct of course ftnswers, Want ot 
food; and no doubt that is the explanation 
that lies nearest the investigator. Food 
has been called the fuel of life-though it 
would be more correct to say that the fuel 
of life is that whereof food is the raw ma- 
terial—to wit, th e tissues of the body them- 
selves Bu^ without over subtle refining, 
it, is very apparent that it we withhold^ 
that which builds up its fuel the fireo| 
life will soon be quenched. 


Hunger is the first warning signal given 


to let us know that the body's store of fuel 
needs replenishing; and in this sense it 
may be said that the want of food causes 
the pain of hunger 
But if want of food 


causes the hunger pang it is strange that 
the administration of substances that are 
not food will dispel it, 
For example, chewing or smoking to- 


bacco, eating lumps of clay, as do some 
South American Jndians and other tribes, 
will remove the painful sensation of 
hunger quite as effectually—for the time 
at least—as a hearty meal. The theory of 
hunger may thus be formulated: 


Fasting produces a general change in 


the oigamsm as a whole. This, again, 
brings about a specific change in a par- 
ticular part of the organism—the stomach 
—of which the pain of hunger is the local 
symptom. Direct applications, such as ft 
bolus of food, or even of clay, temporarily 
relieve this local feeling of. pain by neu- 
tralizing the specific local changas to which 
that feeling owes its origin.

duoed by the general effect of fasting in 
the system—changes which render the 
Ipcal manifestations of hunger possible.— 
Million.

Bie Tortoises Disappearing, 


The Galapagos tortoises are likely be- 


fore long to be lost, as peculiar represent- 
atives of the Testudo family, Years ago 
the tortoises found on the Island ot Alda- 
bia, northwest of liadagascar, resembled 
these Galapagos tortoises, but they have 
gone. The curious fact about the Galapa- 
gos tortoises Is than on a remote island ol 
the Pacific, off the northwestern coast ol 
South America, there should exist a spe- 
cies ot tortoises restricted to the locality. 
When Dampier visited the Islands in 168C 
he was the first to let the world know ol 
the huge land creatures. Ever since that 
time tortoises have been taken on one 01 
the other of the islands forming the Gal- 
apagos group. 
In Darwin's time this land tortoise would 


weigh SOO pounds. It is probable that 
when Dampier visited the island there 
were some weighing 400 pounds. The gov- 
ernor of one of these islands told Darwin 
that he had weighed a tortoise ol 87Q 
pounda. When Captain Tanner, of the Al* 
batross, took tortoises on the Gtalapagoa 
islands in 1888, the largest was fortj 
pounds. The probability is that there will 
soon be no more big land tortoises in Gal- 
apagos.—New York Times.,

"It 


was a gloriously fair, stand up fight. I 
fully expected a different result. 
The 


day, however, contrary to expectation, was 
nobly won by yourselves, and now behold 
how different is our lot; nevertheless, I 
hope to live, and should like to try it 
again." In later years it is pleasant to 
think that Americans constantly expressed 
the moat generous feelings toward Sir 
Provo Wallis. 


When he visited Boston he was feted by 


the inhabitants, and among his corre- 
spondents were several American naval 
officers. Admiral Prebble, for example, 
wrote to the survivor of the famous action 
In the kindliest spirit. In truth, neither 
Englishmen or Americans have reason to 
be ashamed of any military or naval action 
fought between themselves, whatever the 
result. That is the solitary compensation 
for warfare between men of the same race. 
—London Spectator. 


New Wrinkles for Engineers. 


In writing on graphite, an engineer rec- 


ommends the use of that very valuable 
article in some unfamiliar ways. He says 
he has used haudhole and manhole gaskets 
eight or ten times by carefully smearing 
the surface next the boiler shell with 
graphite. 
In packing water glasses, by 


putting a little graphite or oil on the gas- 
ket they would vulcanize as soft as a lamp 
wick and retain their elasticity until the 
glass changed, when the old rubber could 
be removed without trouble. 


In the old way the rubber would be 


baked aa hard as vulcanite and take much 
time to dig out. Another use of graphite 
is In putting back the baudhole plate of 
plugs in the back connection. All the 
soot and ashes should be carefully brushed 
away and with a small brush a good coat 


rer the flange,

from three to bix months, even using coke 
for fuel, with forced draft, the nuts can be 
removed without trouble aa the heat has 
not been great enough to burn the lead.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Writing In an English Railway Train. 
It is no use when traveling to try to 


write on the kneo, or even if you have all 
the compartment to yourself, to kneel 
down and write with the book upon the 
seat. There must lie a sort of a buffer be- 
tween the writer and the carriage, or a 
sort of adjustable balance to counteract 
the continuous jolting of the train." That, 
as fur aa my experience goes, can alone be 
found in the arm. 


My practice is to hold the book in the 


left hand on a pretty thick pad just wide 
enough to be clutched firmly between the 
thumb and the four fingers An ordinary 
octavo novel is the size and thickness I 
prefer. The writing is done with the right 
hand of course, the body at the same time 
being kept fiom contact with the back ol 
the carriage, and the £.rms being kept 
pretty free fiom the body. In order to 
keep the hand steady it is necessary to al- 
low the wrist to rest on the paper written 
upon. The motion of the train is reduced 
to a minimum by following these direc- 
tions and by standing in the middle of the 
compartment.—London Tit-Bits.

RAiNFALL AND EVAPORATION. 


TT« Tremendous Hotly of Water That 


Annually Falls Upon the Earth. 


The total amount of evaporation and of 


constant rainfall is not exactly known, 
but the approximate amount is pretty weH 
made out. The rate of evaporation has 
been measured in very many places scat- 
tered over the earth, especially in Europe 
and the United States. There are some 
places in the United States where evapora- 
tion is not more than twenty inches annu- 
ally, Imt tnore are other regions, as in tho 
lower valley of the Colorado river, where 
it is more than eight feet. These facts well 
illustrate the variability of evaporation. 


But more attention has been given to the 


measurement of rainfall thanko the meas- 
urement of evaporation. Lite the latter, 
it is variable, ranging from less than an 
Inch to more than 50 feet annually. On 
the Mohave desert the rainfall is about 
3 inches, and in various portions of the 
United States this increases to 18, 20,80, 50 
Inches, until in the northwestern part of 
the state of Washington there is a rainfall 
of 125 inches in a single year. Ou the pen- 
insula of India the rainfall varies from 74 
to 255 inches annually, and at Cossyan, 
north of Calcutta, there is said to be an 
annual rainfall of 610 inches. Thus rain- 
fall, like evaporation, varies from land to 
land between great extremes. 


In general, there is a decrease of rainfall 


from the equator to the poles. 


The following table is a fair approxima- 


tion of the amount of rainfall in zones of 
latitude receding from the equator:

The average rainfall for the entire sur- 


face of the earth is about four feet. The 
entire annual rainfall upon the earth is 
estimated at about 152,000 cubic miles 
This Is sufficient to fill Lake Erie nearly 
900 times or Lake Superior fifty times 
These figures give a fair Idea of the amount 
of water which is annually carried to the 
clouds-and discharged upon the earth, and 
of the energy exerted in the work by the 
heat of the sun. 


It has been seen that the rainfall is very 


unequally distributed over the surface of 
the earthj.that some lands reap a great 
harvest from the clouds, others a meagre 
supply. But such inequality does not 
produce floods. If the rainfall were dis- 
tributed equally through the days or even 
through the months of the year, there 
would be no disastrous floods. Regular 
rainfall produces regular channels compe- 
tent to carry away all the water. There 
are floods 5n arid lands and in humid lands 
alike. The flood which made a lake in a 
desert was in a region of minimum rain- 
fall. 


It is the concentration of rain in brief in- 


tervals of time that brings disastrous 
floods. In Prance SI inches of rain have 
been observed to fall In 34 hours; in Genoa 
80 inches in 24 hours; in Gibraltar, 83 
inches in 36 hours; near Bombay, 24 inches 
m one night; on the Khasi in India, 160 
inches have fallen in 5 successive days. 
There are on record in the United States 
several instances of a fall of 5 or 6 inches 
in 2 or 3 hours. A great rainfall may ex- 
tend over a great area of country, but 
oftener extreme rainfalls are limited to 
small districts, sometimes to only a very
